That his M1jeſty is reſolved , that the ſeven 
condemn'd Prieſt ſhall beimmediately banifhed

be held fit by both Houſes) that a Proclamati- 
on iſſue to. require all Romich Prieſts within 
twenty dayes to depart the Kingdome : and if a» 
ny (hall be apprehended after that time, his Ma- 
jeſty aſſures hoth Houſes inthe word of a King, 
that he will grant no pardon to any ſach with- 
out conſent of his Parliament.
